11 the leader of the Imperial
party in the French Corps Loeglsintify enjoying
the confidence of Napoleon, should arlse nnil
doliver o vigorons indictment ngninst Germany,
and demand an enormous indemnlty o nationul
infuries, the world wonld nnturally and justly
suppose that the governmonts themeselyes were
exeltod nrainst one ancther, and that war was ut
hand.

We fall gometimes Into the snine impression
when the statesmen of constltutionnl  govern-
ments utter sentiments and frame apramoents in
gtrong opposition to the views of u rival govern-
ment. Thus, during the Rebellion, when Earl
Russell said openly that “the North was strug-
gling for empire and the South for indepen-
denee." whon Mr. Gladstone, in a public addreas,
r-'|Jl)k|' of My, Jefferson Davis “us having formed
a nition,” when Mr. Roebuck uttered in Parlin-
ment  his flery  philippics against the Unlon,
and Mr. Lalrd was cheored I-'\' m immense
majority for his connection with the eguipment
of the Rebel rams, grent numbers of nervous
and excitable people hero rushid to the ¢ondlu-
glon that Great Britain was about to recognize
the South and break the blockade,  Todeod, we
now know that propositlons were made 1o hor
by France to this effect, and there is no question
that nine-tenths of the upper clisses of the
kingdom would have favored such s measure.
The sentiment of the aristocratic clusses, and of
the Government iteelf, was undoubtedly warimly
for the South.

But with all popular governments there is o
vast chasm between sentiment and  oetion,
English statesmen were very ready—too ready,
15 It hins turned out—to uitter tiendes agninst the

Guglishmen in the
the late civil war.

North; the press woas erammaed with abuose: the
Parlinmentary orators argued with point and
vigor against the cange of the Unlon; but when
It enme to putting all this exdltement nto ]1"-;:4-

lntive aetion, when the ation of the Robel
rams was up, or that of recognizing the blockade,
no open step was ever tnkoen by the British Gioy-
ernment.  The Edglish adminlstration of those
vears could easlly bHave muade a protext for
breaking the blockade, or recognizing the South
ns u pation.  But in managing the afinirsof sach
I.'l!l[lll”l'ill.!‘ll socletics as are those of Great
Britain and the United States, there must be
great eantion taken in letting feeling hold the
helm, The interests involved are too vast, the
dangera tooJelgantic, to permit sentiment to
guide the relations of governments,

Mr, Charles Bumner, who may be deseribed
without invidionsness as the rhetorician of the
Republican party, has rocently, In his position
a8 L‘lminn:m of the Committes on Forcign Reln-
tions of the Scnate, delivered a highly rhetorical
indietment ngainst the British Government. He
undoubtedly ux[]m:m_-:- in it the sentiment of
three-fourths of the mosses of the nation; he
may express the fecling of General Grant and
his administration; but for the public to sup-
pose, as the British press scem to do, that this

oratorical statement is to be the basis of
negotintions, or o be followed by legis-
Intive or gevernmental actlon corresponding,

seems to us in the highest degree lnu-.riln-.
Mr. SBumner's rhotorie, General Grant's foel-
ing, or the prejudices of the masses of
the country, will have nothing todo with Mr.
Motley's negotintion, or any overt action of the
administration, or any public proceeding look-
ing towards peace or war. The chasm between
Mr. Sumner's oratorieal indietment and war s
wider than the ocenn. Geuneral Grant or Secre-
tary Fish are not the kind of men to lot senti-
ment run nway with them. And if they were,
the nation hag a great ballust of common sense
und Christian feeling to keep them from being
hurried Into a horrible struggle by rhicotorie and
Irrc'}utlivu. However in the matter of the Aln-
mma claims Mr. Bumnper may represent the
antl-Fuglish prejudice and hatred, he is not just
the man in whose wisdom the nation would trust
n difficult negotintion, or under whom they
would rush blindly to war.

He I8 not,even, from the character of his mind
and the course of hig studies, the best authority
of his country on questions of international law,
The people "mu-rullly' are no more ripe for war
with Great Britain than they have been any time
for the Inst elght years. Mr. Bumner's oration
has made no change in popular fecling. [lis
indictment 18 frequently considered exagrerated
and the bill of costs absurd. It value us the
effort of o statesman may be moeasured by the
fuet that, if the Govermmnent of England acted
according to the feeling it has universally called
out there, we should not get a penny of dinnges
ar  breath of npology. :

The rejection of the treaty is indeed quite
anothor matter, aud of o most serlous character;
Lut it i to be judged entirely on 1ts own merits,
and npot from the rhstorie of the Senntor, [t
worst effect—and we hold that (o be most {n-

yortant for both nations—18 to plaee the Alp-
Lmlm question in the llmbo of nnsettled ques-
tions for n generation to come.

DANGERS OF THE FINANCIAL SITUATION,

During the war, everybody who had any repie
tation for judgment or sagaeity was of opluion
that the prodiglous expenditures of that period
of wnste and destruction would be followed by
widespread financinl disastor and distress.  Mr,
Bright ln his specches abroad, Mr, Chase in his
reports at home—persons as Hide disposed 1o by
cronkers or alivmists ws anvbody o Europe or
America—expressed this opinlon  with  great

yositiveness nud emphasis. Wo have gone on
limll' vours since the close of the war, aud appo-
rently their gloomy predictions hiuve boen belled
bv lzm event. The cost of living has indeed
been hlgh: but there hns boen no great revulsion
in trade, no great stoppage of industey, no panie,
We have kept the whoels of business moving
with more or less efllclency nnd success, nitll
the country hns concluded that, although wo
have danced, It s, after all, no very serlons
matter to puy the Sddler, But abundant sien

ring new ones.
throughout this pleasant procoss, that it could
not Inat. A8 wo had ceased to manafncture
bonds, as tho s::lppl y BROrmous as it was, wins
limited, this mode of dodging present payment
and piling up future Habilities to forelgners wos
destined to ond, While it has lasted, wa have
been borrowing of Kurope nt a high rate of In-
torest plus exorbitant, ruinous “shanes."
